ease ot 'ire. Pari icular at tent ion is 

given looking after the safety of 

the children' should a lire occur 
either in the day or 'in the night.

Her parents had died and neglected 

lid her tO school. She often 
saw her sisters arid olhers read 
papers and books, and wondered 
whal il im-ant. she often saw 

others ialk. laugh and enjoy them 
selves in walking, riding, going to 
parlies, dances and to church. She 

wondered why she was denied all 
these pleasures. Her sister made 
her slav al home and do all Ihe 

work, all ihe drudgery work, and 
would not let her go oul to enjoy 
If. She often rebelled agalibtl 
his ill treatment. She was sensitive 
i and intelligent, only lacking 
ding hand to educate her. I'.iil 
ignorant and nol understand- 
ing the way of others she got dis- 
satisfied with life. She went to 
the Mississippi River nearby and 
threw herself in and was drowned.
